Andover public schools 
won't receive a dime of the 
abstinence-only sexual educa- 
tion grant money that the Rom- 
ney administration has applied 
for, according to APS health 
coordinator, Dave Nichols. 
While the federal money will be 
primarily distributed to schools 
where sexual activity rates tend 
to be higher, Nichols says that 
Andover wouldn’t take it even if 
the state offered. 

“We obviously endorse absti- 
nence and postponement,” said 
Nichols. “But we're not exclu- 
sive to that. We incorporate a 
comprehensive program as 
well.” 

Romney’s campaign to 
endorse abstinence-only sex 
education programs, which 
intentionally don’t address con- 
traceptive methods, is financed 
by a $50 million federal absti- 
nence-only grant program. The 
fund is distributed to states will- 
ing to teach the controversial 
form of sex education in their 
schools. 

Nichols, who believes that 
the federally supported pro- 
grams are counterproductive, 
says that as Andover’s sex edu- 
cation program has developed 
its abstinence-plus policy, more 
of Andover’s youths have actu- 
ally been abstaining from sex. 

“Since we’ve incorporated 
our comprehensive program, 
we've significantly decreased 
sexual intercourse in our

ndover may be well known for its 


school systems and young families, but 
CNNMoney.com has included it as one 

of its “Best Places to Retire 2005.” 
The CNNMoney.com list, released last month, 
chose 1,300 communities across the country that 
were considered optimal places to retire. Cate- 
gories for comparison included housing, health 


care, local finances, community, leisure-time 


opportunities, culture and weather. 

But because one Web site touts 
Andover as a good place to retire, that 
doesn’t mean all retirees here neces- 
sarily agree. 

“The motto is ‘the town that 
cares,” said Zeff Marusich, a 76-year- 
old Andover retiree. “That is a bunch 
of phooey, because I have personally 


worked for eight years trying to get a senior cen- 
ter that would have cost $50 per household.” 
Andover residents last year twice defeated an 
effort to build a new senior center, at Annual 
Town Meeting in the spring, and at Special Town 


Meeting in the fall. 


Before that, in 2004, a town-commissioned 
survey found that nearly half of residents sur- 
veyed thought Andover was a “fair” or “poor” 
place to retire. Those responses, compared to 75

ally, left Andover 70th out of 76, a ranking well 


2004 survey 

In 2004, Andover paid $7,500 to be part of the 
National Citizen Survey, a standardized commu- 
nity satisfaction survey that examined more than 


CNNMoney results 

Andover ranked above “best places” average 
on some criteria, including population over 50, 
over-50 population growth, median home price, 
median household income, median age, residents 
with college degrees, number of golf courses 
within a 30-mile radius and number of museums 


within a 30-mile radius. 

Andover ranked below average 
on weather issues, with more rain, 
lower temperatures in the winter and 
higher temperatures in the summer 
than the average of communities 
examined. 

“If you retire in some of the other 
nearby towns (to Andover), the taxes 
are a lot less and you can still go to 


all the same golf courses,” said Marusich. 

The top five places to retire, according to the 
CNNMoney.com poll, are: Ashland, Ore.; 
Cruces, N.M.; 
Maine, and Athens, Ga.

They 
must attend an information ses- 
sion on the third floor of Memo- 
rial Hall Library on either 
Wednesday, Feb. 15 at 7 p.m. or 
Sunday, Feb. 19 at 2 p.m. 

Andover Community Trust is 
a non-profit organization whose 
mission is to advocate for and 
develop permanently affordable 
housing in town. 

ACT gives preference to first- 
time homebuyers, income-eligi- 
ble households with two to four 
school-age children, and people 


who live, work or have children 
in a public elementary or sec- 
ondary school in Andover 
(including the Greater Lawrence 
Technical School). No house- 
hold will be selected unless it is 
income eligible, meaning total 
household income must be less 
than 80 percent (about $50,000, 
depending on family size) of the 
area median income as estab- 
lished by the US Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment. All applicants must com- 
plete a first-time homebuyer’s 
class before being selected to 
buy one of the homes.

300 communities nationwide. 
The survey asked 1,200 resi- 
dents to answer basic personal 
questions, rank services and 
give their perceptions of life in 
Andover. 

Access to affordable quality 
housing, often an issue for 
seniors on a fixed income, 
ranked near the bottom for 
Andover residents, with nearly 
half the respondents saying it 
was “poor.” 

Although residents gave the 
town a low ranking as a place to 


retire, nearly 70 percent of those | _ 


surveyed said that the town’s 
senior services were “excellent” 
or “good.” 

Besides Andover, the only 
other Massachusetts towns par- 
ticipating in the 2004 survey 
were Boston, Brookline and 
Worcester. 

Assistant Town Manager 
Steve Bucuzzo spearheaded the 
Citizen’s Survey in 2004. He 
said that survey was based on 
resident perceptions and not on 
purely statistical factors like 
number of hospitals and doctors 
in surrounding areas.

sions that Andover is a good 
place to retire and the percep- 
tions of the seniors who are liv- 
ing here and seeing their tax 
bills increase on a yearly basis, 
and finding it increasingly diffi- 
cult to stay in Andover in their 
twilight years,” he said. 

Lois Karfunkel, approaching 
60 years old, says although no 
decisions have been made, she 
doubts she and her husband will 
stay in Andover once they retire. 

“It’s a place for young fami- 
lies,” she said. Although that 
was “wonderful” for her chil- 
dren, Karfunkel says it probably 


makes more sense to move 
somewhere where housing is 
less expensive and the weather 
is warmer. 

Skip and Pauline Giles left 
Andover last April because the 
town does not have housing 
specifically for those over age

schools,” he said. “Its pretty clear to us, when we 
look the programs we’ve had in place, what 
works and what doesn’t.” 

Nichols points to statistics to support his claim 
that Andover’s current program is working. 
According to a poll conducted last year by 
Andover’s health department, together with the 
Northeast Center for Healthy Communities, 32 
percent of Andover’s 11th graders have had sex- 
ual intercourse at least once, and 21 percent of 
those within the three months prior to taking the 
poll, which means that they are likely sexually 
active more often. 

Compared to statewide statistics, Andover’s 
numbers are consistently better. A poll conducted 
by the Centers for Disease Control, in conjunc- 
tion with the state Department of Education, 
found that 51 percent of Massachusetts eleventh 
graders have been sexually active, 38 percent in 
the three months before the poll. Of ninth grade 
Andover students, only 6 percent have been sex- 
ually active, 3 percent in the three months prior 
to taking the poll. Statewide, 28 percent of Mass- 


achusetts ninth graders have had sex, and 18 per- 
cent of those in the three months before the poll. 
Less than | percent of Andover’s 13-year-olds 
have been sexually active, compared to 7 percent 
statewide, where many students are never afford- 
ed the luxury of comprehensive sex education 
programs, according to Nichols. 

“T believe that what we’re doing works,” he 
said. “And our statistics back that up.” 

The majority of Andover’s parents seem to 
back the town’s health education system as well. 
State law allows parents to pull their child out of 
sexual education if they aren’t satisfied with the 
program that the school provides. According to 
Nichols, almost no Andover parents ever choose 
to exercise that right. 

“It’s very unusual that a parent opts their child 
out,” he said. “A very, very few of them do. A 
figure would be less than | percent.” 

Nichols maintains that Andover’s sexual edu- 
cation emphasizes abstinence, like any other pro- 
gram in the country, federally funded or not. 

“But at the same time you have to give them 
information about alternatives,” he said. “If you 
don’t, I think you’re being foolish in this world.”

signed up for Greater Lawrence. 
It’s been a good fit for her as she 
lays the foundation for a future 
in pastry baking. 

“I know what I want to do, I 
want to be a pastry chef, so this 
school is great for me,” she said. 
“I see it as getting a jump on my 
career. I get to work in a bakery 
and in a kitchen at our school 
and that’s really good.” 

She still hangs with friends 
from Andover High after school 
and catches up with her sister, 
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Colleen, who is a junior there. 
But, there are no regrets about 
attending the least-known high 
school in town. 

“And, I don’t have to pay for 
the bus,” she giggled, referring 
to the $350 transportation fee 
for students in grades 7 to 12 in 
Andover. 

The Greater Lawrence cur- 
riculum includes introducing 
freshmen to a wide variety of 
vocational-based classrooms, 
called “shops.”

State Sanitary Code violations 
have stalled the opening of the 
Andover Inn kitchen under new 
management at Phillips Academy. 

Although the inn’s new man- 
agement, Oates & Bredfeldt LLC 
of Vermont, had hoped to reopen 
the inn’s doors for business in Jan- 
uary, that effort has been stymied 
by what Andover Health Agent 
Patricia Crafts called “deplorable 
conditions” during an health 
inspection. 

The Andover Inn is located on 
Chapel Avenue, next door to 
Phillips Academy.

Want to live forever? John and James 
review a book that gives curious readers 
some insight about what they might expect 
in this kind of scenario.

Motor vehicle accidents kill a 
classroom of students every day, 
according to the non-profit 
Massachusetts Automobile 
Dealers Charitable Foundation. 

So the organization is helping 
to bring a half-day, hands-on 
advanced driver-training course, 
SkidSchool, to North Andover 
on Saturday, Feb. 25 and Sun- 
day, Feb. 26. The only program 
of its kind for Massachusetts 
teenagers, SkidSchool teaches 
accident avoidance to the state’s 
most crash-prone drivers — at a 
subsidized rate. SkidSchool 
classes still cost upwards of 


$300, but when parents register 
through the foundation, the cost 
is reduced. 

SkidSchool teaches true-to- 
life defensive driving. Certified 
race-car instructors lead teens 
through tailgating drills, emer- 
gency lane changes and panic 
stops on a safe, closed course. 

Andover resident Jill Finner- 
an, whose son, Trip, attended 
SkidSchool in North Andover 
last December, says it gave Trip 
confidence to avoid an accident 
after hitting black ice two days 
aftercompleting SkidSchool. 
Trip and his father were headed 


straight for a telephone pole. 

“Trip did everything they told 
him to do at SkidSchool, and he 
and his Dad were fine,” says Jill, 
in a release. “They didn’t hit a 
car, they didn’t hit a person, they 
didn’t hit a pole. I attribute that 
to SkidSchool.“ 

More than 43 percent of 16- 
year-olds are involved in a car 
accident within their first year of 
driving, according to the Nation- 
al Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration.

Ps ees HAS BEEN NAMED to a national list of so- 
called “best places to retire” by CNN and 
Money. Break out the band! Seniors here have it 
made, right? Well, no. 

Talk to a group of seniors at any coffee shop, barber 
shop or other haunt and you’ll most likely hear a dif- 
ferent tune. Yes, Andover is near a number of fine 
golf courses and museums, as the CNN/Money.com 
list noted. And clearly, Andover is a superlative town 
to live in at any age — especially if you have the 
money. But many seniors, particularly those with 
modest incomes, have more pressing needs. Resi- 
dents made clear in a 2004 survey that they do not see 
Andover as a good place for seniors, particularly 
when it comes to appropriate housing for them. 

The national list included communities as “best 
places” based on such statistics as high home values, 
whether home prices are rising, and whether the 
senior population was growing. All those things are 
happening in Andover. But those statistics explain 
why Andover is not a great place for many seniors 
who have spent their lives in town. Retirees who 
bought their homes decades ago for $70,000, $50,000 
or even $20,000 have seen their homes’ values sky- 
rocket. For many, this means that as the kids move out 
or a spouse dies, they are in homes with floor plans 
and tax burdens beyond what they want. 

Seniors who want to downsize have few options in 
town, and many seniors searching for the same type 
of new home. A number of residents move out of 
Andover, or expect to move, once their children are 
out of our fine public schools. 

If Andover truly wants to become a great place to 
retire it needs a greater focus on senior needs, a point 
the 2004 survey brought home. A 2006 Town Meet- 
ing effort to change its bylaws to allow more housing 
options, such as 55-plus housing, could be a wel- 
come start. Increased programs aimed at younger, 
more active seniors — such as the hiking program run 
by the senior center, outside the building last year — is 
another effort that will make Andover a better place 
for those nearing or in retirement. 

The town can do better and needs to, if it is to be 
called a “best place to retire” by those who matter 
most — its residents.

Goodbye to a teacher 


1,200 pack Collins Center for Peter Arthur memorial service

IS BEST FRIEND wept. So did his col- 
He roommate. Two Andover High 

School students sobbed so much that 
the school’s principal walked to the podium 
and put an arm around each of thetn and 
softly encouraged them to finish their eulo- 
gies. 

Andover residents of all ages mourned 
last Thursday as Andover High teacher 
Peter G. Arthur was eulogized at the 
school’s Collins Center for the Performing 
Arts, where his white-draped coffin rested 
center stage with an oversized baseball 
made of white and red flowers. The town 
native who graduated from Andover High in 
1991 and lived in the house he grew up in on 
Red Spring Road, died on Saturday, Feb. 4 
after suffering an apparent heart attack. 

Athletic and personable, he was just 32 
and a married father of a son, Jeffrey, who 
turns 2 next month. 

A video featuring snapshots of Arthur’s 
life greeted the 1,200 mourners who packed 
the Collins Center and included hundreds of 
crying teens and AHS teachers. School 
closed early so members of the school com- 
munity could attend the service. Many had 
attended Arthur's wake the night before and 
waited well over an hour to pay their 
respects. 

Westford’s varsity baseball team also 
attended, as Arthur was their coach, along- 
side his soccer players and social studies 
students from AHS. Arthur, a six-year 
teacher at AHS, was also the freshmen boys 
soccer coach. 

There wasn’t an empty seat in the Collins 
Center and few dry eyes as eight people, 
selected by Arthur’s widow, Jennifer, spoke 
eloquently about their good friend. 

The 90-minute service was officiated by 
the Rev. Jeffrey Gill, rector of Christ Church 
in Andover.

Arthur was passionate about baseball and 
friends recalled how he was thrilled to make 
a Prairie League baseball team based in the 
Midwest after graduation from Drew Uni- 
versity.

His West- 
ford team made it to the state championship

He recited a poem he wrote 
about his son that had this 
refrain: Find your path; give 
back; make good choices. 

Andover High Principal said 
those lines epitomize Arthur's 
legacy at the school as he was 
known to encourage his students 
to get involved with projects that 
helped others. 

As always, Anderson light- 
ened the somber mood for a few 
minutes with his tribute. 

“I first met him when we 
were both new in 2000... and he 
tormented me. We had cafeteria 
duty and he saw me eat a french 
fry and never forgot it,” said 
Anderson, adding that cafeteria 
duty with Arthur was “like hav- 
ing Jenny Craig next to you.” 

“I lost seven pounds that 


year,” he added. 

When Arthur popped in 
Anderson’s office, the principal 
would cringe as the social stud- 
ies teacher always had an idea 
and started every conversation 
with “I think I can help you.” 

“That’s when I would start to 
sweat,” Anderson said. “I 
remember when he thought a 
five-minute speech by me every 
Friday afternoon would be a 
good thing... like FDR’s fireside 
chats.” 

Anderson’s speech gave the 
crowd a chance to smile for a 
few minutes. But he closed his 
tribute saying his shocked stu- 
dents and staffers wandered his 
school halls last week wonder- 
ing, “How can it be?” 

“Life can be so uncertain,” is 
all the principal could say.

Beyond the view 


Andover club offers more than its setting

The Andover Country Club is 
more than golf, say those who run it. 
The rolling country club vista brings 
a little something extra for a one-of- 
a-kind wedding day: something ele- 
gant, indoors and out. Indoors guests 
are privy to planning with a thorough 
staff, and the spaciousness and flexi- 
bility of the rooms is evident for 
entertaining both day and overnight 
guests. Outdoors, people can walk 
through the Victorian Gardens or 
pose beneath the classic pergola. It’s 
easy to imagine what one’s wedding 
day will be like with just a simple 
walk through the reception halls and 
outdoor gardens, courtesy of the club 
staff. 

Those interested can have their 
wedding day, ceremony and recep- 
tion all planned out for them, in this 
one location,with one event manager. 

So the club is more than a golf 
course with rolling hills, verdant fair- 
ways and putting greens dotted with 
flags — it’s an event location, with 
three individualized reception rooms 
from which to choose, and years of 
experience offered by a committed 
staff. 

But the country club makes an 
impressive backdrop, nonetheless. 

“We are separate from the golf but 
we are enhanced by the golf,” said 
Andover Country Club General 
Manager Daniel Muccio, who has 
managed more than 3,000 weddings 
in his career. “The Merrimack Valley, 
with such beautiful surroundings, 
provides the atmosphere to do what 
we do best. It’s picture perfect.” 

Two pergolas punctuate the Victo- 
rian Gardens, which are lined by 
brick pathways to ensure feet don’t 
get wet and dresses aren’t spoiled, 
and a waterfall provides yet another 
photo opportunity. Hanging flower 
baskets on the rear canopy deck, 
where the club also does ceremonies, 
and countless flower boxes, which 
are changed on a regular basis, 
accent every photo session before the 
reception begins in one of the formal 
reception halls. 

“We provide an individual unique 
experience, however the bride wants 
to arrange her day,” Muccio said. 
“We have the ability to customize to 


every individual bride’s wishes, with 
impeccable attention to detail. It is 
never ‘just a package.’ 

"Even for twins,” he added, as his 
smile grew. “We managed two 
diverse weddings for twins who were 
quite diverse, one in the fall and one 
coming in the spring. Every bride 
should have her own day.” 

With three reception halls to 
choose from, each with a distinctive 
personality, a bride also can tailor her 
own environment. Each comes with 
access to a canopied deck overlook- 
ing the club grounds, meticulously 
manicured and green, green, green. 

The Canterbury, with elegant ball- 
room fixtures and a stairwell photo 
spot, accommodates 160 guests. 

“This room has a more intimate 
feel, and brides like the longer hall- 
way for a dramatic entrance,’ Muc- 
cio said. “There is a natural flow to 
this room.” 

And it begins at the entrance, with 
tables on the left for seating cards 
and the cake and an oak bar on the 
right, a spot reserved for the band, a 
dance floor, and, in the far comer, the 
head table, on risers if she chooses. 

The Andover, featuring the largest 
dance floor, a grand piano and a fire- 
place in the lounge anteroom, and 
two walls of windows, accommo- 
dates 250 guests. The head table is 
centrally located so all the guests can 
see the bridal party. 

“Put the Canterbury and Andover 
together and we can take care of 400 
guests,” Muccio said. “And that 
makes the dance floor extra large, 
too.” 

Two full bars support this space, 
one in heavy oak set off by folding 
doors, well hidden but close for ser- 
vice. The second bar, with an impos- 
sibly long granite top, accommodates 
30 to 40 people for the cocktail hour. 

“Many people like to be able to 
move around,” Muccio said. “They 
don’t want to feel like they've been in 
the same room for five hours.” 

Last, walk through a horseshoe 
bar with a fireplace and a piano to get 
to Trumpeters, which accommodates 
up to 180 guests and overlooks the 
Victorian Gardens. 

“We managed a corporate event 
and a wedding at the same time, and

Perfect moments, saved forever

icture you and your fiance, stand- 
ing before your nearest and dear- 
est, exchanging heartfelt vows and 
then your first kiss as husband and wife. 
It’s the perfect moment, but it doesn’t 
have to be merely a memory. With a 
videographer recording the vows and a 
photographer snapping the kiss, people 
are preserving a piece of personal histo- 
ry. 

Here are some hot trends, tips and 
techniques that wedding photographers 
and videographers use: 

Combining Styles 

Wedding photos and videos have 
come a long way from the stiff family 
portraits and awkward pass-the-mic 
interviews of years past. A mix of can- 
did, documentary-style shots (like the 
bride having her makeup applied, or the 
best man giving the groom a pep talk) 
along with the more traditional scenes 
(the formal portraits with the bridal 
party, Dad giving his tearful toast) make 
for a perfectly balanced album or video. 

When people are checking out pho- 
tographer or videographer’s portfolios, 
they should make sure the professionals 
can skillfully capture both the fun and 


the formal. Also, they should see if there 
are any scenes that came out particular- 


ly well in other people’s albums. If 


there’s a great shot, say a couple in their 
car after the ceremony, a person should 
request that the photographer or videog- 
rapher go for the same sort of shot dur- 
ing their getaway. 

Tip: Ask the videographer to film the 
formal photography session. Getting 
everyone’s loved ones lined up for the 
still portrait can lead to some touching - 
and hilarious — video moments. 


Technology and Techniques 

With digital video now the norm in 
wedding videography, it’s easier than 
ever to make copies of a wedding DVD 
without losing the amazing quality. Not 
only is the video clearer, but a wedding 
DVD can keep its resolution for more 
than 100 years, which wasn’t the case 
when video was limited to VHS. Also 
gaining steam in the wedding video 
industry is shooting in high-definition — 
the same crystal-clear picture that’s dri- 
ving many people to buy new televi- 
sions. But with high-def also comes a 
higher cost, since videographers will 
have to invest in a lot of new equipment. 

For a neat twist on traditional photos, 


ask the photographer if he or she can 
take a few shots using a fish-eye lens. 
This wide-angle lens can capture more 
in a single frame than a normal lens, 
which leaves the photo with rounded 
corners and an entirely unique perspec- 
tive (or like one is looking through a 
fishbowl but in a really artsy way). 

There are a bunch of ways a photog- 
rapher and videographer can add to the 
finished product after the wedding day. 
Since video-editing techniques have 
gotten much more affordable, cinematic 
effects (like flowing compositions, 
wide-screen shots and dramatic music) 
have given wedding videos a more pro- 
fessional look. Photographers can touch 
up blemishes and colors can be super- 
saturated or softened to enhance an 
already-dramatic image. 

Tip: Worried about a wedding video 
set to a cheesy soundtrack? Give the 
videographer a list of songs to include. 


Picture Presentation 
Wedding photography these days is 
all about the presentation. Mini albums, 
which fit in one’s palm and can be car- 
ried in a purse for easy sharing, are gain- 
ing in popularity, as are coffee-table

neither knew the other was 
there,” Muccio said. “You are 
assigned a banquet manager, 
with whom you have full 
access to a tremendous amount 
of experience. We offer conti- 
nuity and consistency, and 
many on staff have been on 
board for many years. Our head 
chef, for example, Johnson & 
Wales-trained, has been here 
for 17 years.” 

The experience level comes 
in handy for those unforeseen 
circumstances which could lay 
to waste to even the most thor- 
ough bride’s planning. 

“The DJ didn’t show up,”

Terrific Tandem 

To get the best shots on 
one’s wedding day, a photog- 
rapher and videographer 
should work as a combo — not 
elbowing each other to get the 
shot they want. If a person has 
booked them to shoot before 
the ceremony, they might 
want to split them up — while 
the photographer shoots the 
bride and her maids getting 
gorgeous, the videographer 
can capture the groom and his 
guys pacing nervously before 
making their way to the site. 

Couples can also ask their 
videographer if they can 
include scans of some of their 
wedding photographs in the 
finished DVD. Or they can 
think about setting up a televi- 
sion at the reception to play a 
video slide show — if the pho- 
tographer snapped engage- 
ment photos, the videographer 
may be able to use those shots 
for the slide show.

Knitters had to start their projects during last Friday’s opening 
ceremonies and must complete it by the time the Olympic flame 
goes out. Everyone who finishes their project gets a gold medal. 

So far, knitters who have signed up for the Olympics represent 
about 25 countries on six continents and there are representatives 
from more than half of the US states.

size. If you want a more rustic look then certain- 
ly freeform the circles with a paring knife. 

4. Place a rounded teaspoon of potato cheese 
filling in the center of each pasta circle. You don’t 
want to overfill the pierogi. | know that a tea- 
spoon doesn’t look like a lot, but trust me, it is 
just nght... 

5. Using either a pastry brush or your finger- 
tips gently wet the edges of the pasta. Then fold 
the filled circle in half and press the edges togeth- 
er, creating a half-moon or semi-circle.

THOUGHT 


Spinach ricotta ravioli. 


1. Cook spinach according to package direc- 
tions, then drain and squeeze dry. Really get all 
the water out of the spinach, otherwise you’ ll end 
up with a soggy filling. 

2. Add the ricotta, Parmesan, egg, basil, nut- 
meg, salt and pepper to the dry spinach. Mix well. 

3. Cut the pasta dough into 2” wide strips. You 
will be filling one strip and using a second strip to 
cover the first. Place 2 teaspoons of spinach mix- 
ture at 2” intervals along the first strip of dough. 
Then, using a pastry brush gently wet the edges 
with water. Also wet between each spoonful of 
filling. Set the second strip of pasta dough over 
the first and gently press the two together. The 
water will act as glue, binding the top and bottom 
pasta pieces. Using a knife or fluted ravioli cutter 
separate the pasta into individual pieces. Add to 
boiling salted water, reduce the heat to a simmer 
and cook for 3-4 minutes or until the ravioli float 
to the surface of the water. Drain well and serve 
with your favorite sauce.

The Pasta: 
¢ 10 wonton wrappers 


1. The night before: Place the yogurt in a sieve 
lined with a paper towel and set in a bowl. Let the 
yogurt sit undisturbed in the refrigerator 
overnight. This process allows extra water to 
drain out. The remaining yogurt will be thick and 
delicious! 

2. The cooking day: Mix the minced garlic and 
kosher salt into the drained yogurt. Set aside. 

3, Heat a medium pan over medium-high heat. 
Add the olive oil. Stir in the garlic, reduce heat to 
medium, and stir for 15 seconds until garlic is fra- 
grant. Add the tomatoes, stir and cook for about 
10 minutes.

er, grandmother or aunt. Lucy Silverman’s 
grandmother taught her how to knit, and Sil- 
verman, age 15, was involved in an after-school 
knitting group at South Elementary School for 
five years. 

Jackie Salvesen, a high school health 
teacher, has been knitting for 18 years. Lately, 
she has been knitting baby gifts, since the three 
other health teachers at the high school are 
pregnant. Salvesen says she finds knitting “very 
meditative.” She knits while watching TV or 
relaxing. 

But not everyone sees knitting as a relaxing 
endeavor. Bob Douglas, the town’s conserva- 
tion director, says his wife is taking knitting 
lessons. 

“So far I have concluded that knitting con- 
sists of long periods of clicking needles punc- 
tuated by loud swearing; sometimes at the 
yarn-chasing cat, but usually at the knitting 
itself — followed by the immediate unraveling 
of several hours of work,” he says.

For folks who have lived in 
Andover for many years, the house 
with an attached structure at 10 Brook 
St. is known as the “the Guild.” In the 
first 60 years of the 20th Century, 
everybody in town knew where the 
Guild was and many of the kids grow- 
ing up during those decades spent a 
lot of time there. The front of the 
Guild often was littered with bikes 
strewn helter-skelter on the front 
porch and yard. 

The Andover Guild was construct- 
ed in 1896 as an indirect result of a 
nationwide financial depression that left many people with- 
out jobs. Concerned that the youth of Andover would be 
unable to find work, the Guild was privately financed, most- 
ly through large contributions of two Andover women. Its 
purpose, according to the directors, was to provide industri- 
al training and instruction in practical matters, first for girls, 
and later, if funds permitted, for boys. Through the years, as 
the economy and times changed, the Guild’s use evolved. 
By the time Andover celebrated its 300th anniversary, it had 
become the town’s first youth center. The 1946 tercentenni- 
al guide, titled “Andover, What it Was, What it Is,” said the 
following: 

“Activities at the Guild have continued in education and 
physical and cultural fields, and the benefits have been open 
to all boys and girls of Andover. Among the activities cur- 
rently offered to both boys and girls are: sports, games, gym- 
nastics, basketball, bowling and a social gathering every Fri- 
day night. Swimming classes for boys have been held at the 
Phillips Academy swimming pool and a baseball league was 
organized during the summer. The current year has seen 
about 200 boys and girls participating in the Guild classes.” 

For many of us in the late ’40s and *50s, it was more an 
athletic drop-in center than anything else. There were dues, 
but they were minimal — maybe a dime a week — and you 
were supposed to check in and out in case anyone was look- 
ing for you. 

It wasn’t plush; in fact, it was Spartan. The front of the 
building had a large room for pingpong and another room 
across the corridor that served as a reception office area 
where you checked in. Down the corridor to the rear 
was a drinking fountain that quenched many a thirst, 
but served also as the location for against-the-rules 
water fights. It was not brightly lighted there, and I 
can remember waiting, with my finger over the 
spurter, for an unsuspecting person to walk down 
the corridor — bingo, I'd spray them right in the kiss- 
er. 

Beyond the fountain was the focal point of the 
Guild: the gymnasium. The basketball nets were 
practically flush against the walls. A lay-up had to 
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be severely modified unless the player wished to

crush his face. In the far right corner, inches from the court, 
was a spiral staircase leading downstairs. My brother, Buck, 
remembers seeing players ending a play one floor below the 
court. When the basketball court wasn't being used for bas- 
ketball, a trampoline could be brought out or a game of 
dodgeball might be played. 

Downstairs were the lockers and the shower room. The 
shower room was legendary for the variety of fauna to be 
found there. When I was active at the Guild, kids refused to 
use the showers because of the creatures to be seen there. 
Buck remembers that there was “an assortment of nonpay- 
ing guests in the shower, including frogs and snakes.” He 
further indicates that most of his friends would rather smell 
like dead rats than take showers there. 

Also downstairs was a fairly good bowling alley. Trouble 
was, you had to set your own pins, but when you went to the 
far end of the alley to do it you became a target for the mis- 
creants who happened to be near the bowling balls. It was a 
shooting gallery, and you were the shootee. 

Kids were kids but most of the horsing around was 
almost harmless. 

It really was a fairly well-run place. Ben Dimlich ran it in 
the mid ’40s (just before my time). He later became assistant 
principal at the high school and was a good man. After him, 
Don Dunn ran it until well into the ’50s (except when he was 
serving in the Korean War, at which time it was taken over 
by Paul Lanni). Dunn was athletic director for the schools 
for years and the Dunn Gymnasium, the older gym at 
Andover High School, is named after him. 

The Guild was a place that belonged to the community, 
and much of the equipment was donated. Probably because 
the facilities became outdated, kids stopped using it. For 
awhile, the Guild became the Andover branch of the 
YMCA/YWCA before the new “Y” was built. After that, in 
the early 1980s, the building was used as a Nautilus training 
center for dues-paying members. 

The Andover Knights of Columbus, which bought the 
building in the mid ’80s, just celebrated its 100th anniver- 
sary in Andover and will celebrate its 20th year in the Guild 
building this year.
